The County Canvassing Board, 
composed of three of the Republican 
county officers, began canvassing the 
county returns Friday and finished 
about noon Saturday.

The votes of Palmyra>, Beverly 
and Hopkinsville No. 2, where many 
illegal and fraudulent votes aie 
known to have been east, 
were all counted, the three 
preciocts showing a net loss of only 1 
vote for McKinley. These preciucts 
were rendered irregular by the act of 
the election officers who counted the 
votes that should have been thrown 
out and the County Board, whose du- 
ties are purely ministerial did not go 
behind the returns.

The P arting Stone.' ^ 
Tho old "parting stone" at the 
corner of Center and Roxbury 
streets in Roxbury will soon be re- 
moved. The "parting stone" is one 
of the most interesting landmarks 
in Roxbury. It stood on Elder 
Heath's lane (which was that part 
of Roxbury street north of the First 
Parish church), toward the Great 
pond leading to Dedham. . ;It waa . 
afterwards called Dedham road, and, 
since 1825, Centre stceet. It la 
nearly seven miles in length from 
Eliot square to the Dedham line, and 
was formerly the great artery con- 
necting the northern and southern 
portions of the town, so continuing 
until the Dedham turnpike was con- 
structed. Originally an iron shaft 
was inserted in the stone, having a 
fork at the upper end for the sup- 
port of a street lamp Some years 
ago this was removed. On the 
northerly side of the stone it directs 
to Cambridge and Watertown, "aod 
on the southerly side to Dedham 
and Rhode Island. Lord Percy's 
soldiers read its inscription as they 
passed by it on their way to Lexing- 
ton one hot April forenoon, and it 
has afforded rest and information to 
the tired wayfarer for many a long 
year. It is a durable and visible 
memorial of a good man, whose bev^ 
enactions to the church, to the schot* 
and to the town were frequent, and 
were grat efully acknowledg ed.

It would appear from oao of their 
trade organs that tailors are becom- 
ing a little anxious about the pros- 
pacts of the rjlack coat of civiliza- 
tion. They fear that it U in danger 
of rvhi<j «urWse<l<> 1 bv a garrrvMit of 
lighter .hUVif nut of n v 
patt^M. Perhaps, if thoy w c r3 to 
give voiw? to the deeper appralmn- 
sions, they would say that there was 
more at stake than the black coat.

The massivo trunk of tho vim 
seven feet eight inches in circumfer- 
ence its size and appearance sug- 
gesting an «»k rather than a grape 
vine. Its branches rest on a stal- 
wart frame, coveriug a space one- 
third of au acre in extant It grows 
rapidly, and would undoubtedly at- 
tain even greater dimensions were 
it not that the owner, having 
reached the limit of the space he 
has reserved for his giant vine, and 
being unwilling to concede it more 
room, cuts it back 

The frame over which the vine is 
spread \s stronglv built, as is re- 
quired" to support the tremendous 
weight of grapes annually yielded 
by the vine. Sixty stout posts, 
with heavy cross beams, form the 
foundation for the grape-laden 
branches. The vine is of the M r 
variety, and is so prolific that in 
1893 It bore eight tons of grapes, 
and last y<»ar the owner took ten 
tons from the vine, in addition to ; 
many clusters as the nelghboi 
cared to carry away. 

This Carpentaria vine is much 
larger than the celebrated grape 
bearer of Hampton Court, England, 
which has been regarded as one of 
the horticultural wonders of the 
world, and by many claimed to be 
the largest in existence. In 1877 a 
grape-vine frs-m Montecito, Santa 
Barbara county, was thon admitted- 
ly the largest in the world. It was

H« 
mentioned the fall, and I asked him 
what he meant by fall. He replied: 
"Tho winter at first, the first of it 
Do they oWl it fall because every- 
thing is falling?" There was some 
talk about dressing him or putting 
on his drees, and, reasoning from 
analogy, he asked: "When God 
puts tho skin on people, is that 
skinning them?" I once read of the 
people in the moon being like grass- 
hoppers, and told him about it 
When 1 hud finished the story, he 
said: "When we look up in the sky 
we see the moon rolling on above us, 
and when the people in the moon 
look up In the sky they see the earth 
rolling along above them. What is 
the strange puzzle about that?" I 
told him that his specimen of mica 
was silicate of potesh, and ho asked: 
"Why Is mica silicate of potash? 
Because they put ashes in a pot?" 

These questions have been re- 
corded to represent an innumerable 
number unrecorded, and to show the 
wide* range of thought and the 
variety of reasonings that a child 
under six years of age may have. 
They show his natural method of 
acquiring knowledge; but they can 
only suggest the ceaseless activity 
of his mind during all his waking 
hours. — Henry L Clapp, in Apple- 
tons' Popular Science Monthly, 
Music in the '58 Campaign.

As a eoo*#qu«i>oa, the lon- 
gevity of the mhaWtnote is prob- 
ably much greater than in any other 
portion of tho globe, tn spite of all 
this, and proximity of tbe island to 
the Cape, hardly a solitary African- 
der finds his way there from one 
year's end to the other. 

So much in reference to St. Helena 
as a health resort Now let me 
briefly refer to a matter that is of 
more vital importance. The strat- 
egical advantages of the island have 
been fully recognized by both naval 
aw^miKtary emerts, and the royal 
commission which was presided over 
by tho late Lord Carnarvon recom- 
mended that it should be strongly 
fortified and constituted an impor- 
tant naval and coaling station for 
the vessels of tho squadron within 
the Cuj-e command. These recom- 
mendations have, however, not been 
carried into effect. Certainly some- 
thing was done to improve the forti- 
fications ten or twelve years ago, 
but the gtins are now of an obsolete 
type, and the diminutive garrison 
maintained in the island is utterly 
inadequate to defend it. Moreover, 
though St. Helena is supposed to be 
aaiaval coaling station, the admiralty 
maintain no coal supply there, the 
coal for the ships on the Cape and 
west coast of Africa stations being 
kept at Aseeneion, which does not 
possess even a solitary gun, but is a 
cinder heap upon which many thou- 
sands are annually wasted. 

The defenseless condition of St. 
Helena is a matter that Intimately 
concerns the South African colonies, 
and should engage their attention. 
Tho island is utterly unable to help 
itself. The opening of the Sue* 
canalj. ruined its prosperity; and 
ever^nce it has been drifting nearer 
(f' to bankruptcy. The greater por- 
tion of its adult male population 
has migrated to the Cape, and the 
whole revenue of the island is now 
only some £0,003. There are only 
half a dozen officials, and the gov- 
ernor fills innumerable other offices, 
including that of chief (and only) 
justice. It is deplorable that Great 
Britain should allow one of 
sessions to sink into such 
tion -atif decrepitude, and e _ 
an isSfrd which, lying in the direct 
route to the Cape, must ever be of 
considerable importance. — African 
Critic.

Al- 
though more civilized than most In- 
dians, those of the Six Nations have 
never before been studied ethno- 
logically. Mr. Hewitt will "live In- 
dian" with the big chiefs, and will 
take elaborate notes upon all that 
they tell him. He can speak eight 
Indian languages, and has a knowl- 
edge of practicalLy every language 
of the old world. He is preparing 
to carry with him a phonograph, 
which will preserve for | him the 
words and sentences which he will 
itudy. He will ask the talkative In- 
dians to speak very distinctly into 
the machine, and will afterwards 
grind out each word slowly and 
carefully, noting each syllable, ac 
cent and inflection. Reliable inter- 
preters will supply the literal trans- 
lations to every sentence. Since no 
American tribe, exespt the Mayas, 
has ever had a written language, 
the philologist must rely entirely 
upon his ears for correct arrange- 
ment of sounds. 

For recording each sound in Its 
original tone of utterance he will 
use a special alphabet of 48 char- 
acters, besides many additional 
ligns for modified tones. For 
rapidity and accuracy of work he 
has had made a typewriter, which 
writes Indian as clearly as the ordi- 
nary typewriter writes English. In 
the places of the keys operating the 
English types are arranged others 
operating the Indian sound letters. 
With this he will write Interviews 
with Indians, which conversations 
when read will mean the same to his 
ears as the original words when 
spoken. Mr. Hewitt says that in 
certain lexical processes the lan- 
guages of those people resemble pro- 
vincial Latin ic a general way. 

When beginning with a strange 
language he will commence the 
preparation of the dictionary and 
grammar by inscribing as many 
simple sentences as possible, having 
each word repeated again and again.
